OTTAWA (CP)—Trade Min 
ister Howe Tuesday forecast an- 
other big year of economic ex 
pansion for Canada in 1956 but 
injected a note of caution 
against buying much too 
fast. 

The 1955. boom, Canada’s best 
economie year in history, 1s 
“solidly based,” he said in his 
year-end review. But, whether 
“speculative excessés and other 
dislocating influences” develop 
will depend on future attitudes 
and decisions of individual con- 
sumers and businessmen. 

Canada's record expansion 
“still.has some way to go,” he 
said 

“Given appropriate restraint 
on the part of all groups in the 
economic community, prospects 
for a relatively prolonged period 
of economic expansion appear 
bright indeed.” 

“Considering the recent tem- 
po,” he said at another point,

|“the surprising thing is the de- 
|gree to which the economy has 


thus far been free of those 
strains and excesses which even- 
tually lead to deterioration. 
PACE REGULATED 

“Some materials are in short 
supply, credit is tightening and 
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interest rates have risen. These 
factors, however, are simply a 
reflection of current market 
strength. In the present circum- 
stances are not likely to 
dampen ¢ pansion but they may 
the other hand, provide a 
necessary means of regulating 
it pace.” 

The scarcity of some materials 
is expected to continue in 1956. 
In fact this scarcity may be an 
important limiting factor on the 
size of next year’s capital invest- 
ment program, Mr. Howe said. 

In 1955, Canadians excelled 
themselves in many ways. The 
gross national product—value of 
all goods and services produced 

rose by an unusually high 10 
per cent to a record $26,400,000,- 
000 from $24,000,000,000 in 1954. 

Mr. Howe believed it will go 
still higher in 1956. Some of his 
officials jater said it may reach 
nearly $28,000,000,000. However, 
while virtually all of the 1955 
increase was in volume, some of} 
the 1956 increase is expected to 
include higher prices—the result 
of pressure of demand on a lim- 
ited supply of some goods.

The Russians offer to build the 
dam and thus largely increase the 
crops of the Nile Valley by irrigation. 
Evidently caught off balance by the 
Russian move, the United States and 
Britain offer Egypt $70 millions, with 
additional amounts unspecified to 
pay for this huge project. 

These opposing bids for Egypt's 
favor are only the beginning of the 
story. As soon as Mr. Dulles pro- 
poses to spend American money to 
increase Egypt's production of cot- 
ton, the American. cotton industry 
protests. Already, ft says, American 
cotton is difficult to sell, a surplus 
is piling up and- yet the United States 
intends to make conditions worse in 
the werld market by irrigating the 
cotton land of Egypt. 

There is even more to the prob- 
lem than that. American policies of 
dumping farm products abroad al- 
ready have damaged Egypt seriously. 
It cannot sell its last cotton crop, by 
normal trade, against artificial Amer- 
ican competition. 

The. cotimunists” know how to 
take advantage of these conditions. 
Russia and Czechoslovakia offer to 
take the cotton off Egypt's hands by 
various barter deals. Naturally 
Egypt welcomes, them. It is. getting 
arms from Czechoslovakia, hopes to 
get a dam from Russia and at the 
same time is pressed to accept money 
from the United States and Britain. 
Egypt, a weak nation, finds itself 
with a large bargaining power. 

The same sort of thing is hap- 
pening in Burma, which finds that it 
cannot sell its rice crop in the world 
market—a food product subsidized 
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by the. United States. Again Russia 
is on the doorstep with crocodile 
tears and offers of help to its poor 
friends in southeast Asia. It will take 
Burma’s rice and pay for it in a 
barter of other goods. 

Such are the methods of the new 
phase in the cold war. Obviously 
American trading policies are not de- 
-vised for the present situation, are 
not entirely an asset but, in places, 
fan be a liability to American for- 
eign policy. 

Gifts or cheap sales of farm pro- 
ducts abroad may gratify some of the 
recipients, On the other hand, by 
undermining the world market, they 
antagonize other nations like Egypt 
and Burnm. In, the case of wheat 
they have deeply disturbed even the 
Government of Canada, the United 
States’ closest friend. 

At the same time, the United 
States’ method of subsidizing the pro- 
duction of crops that cannot be sold 
in normal trade encourages further 
surpluses in the future and does noth- 
ing to solve the basic farm problem. 

Apparently the Eisenhower Gov- 
ernment intends to resort to the so- 
called “soil -bank” scheme, paying 
farmers to leave marginal farm lands 
uncropped,' in grass or forest. This 
May reduce but can hardly be ex- 
pected to eliminate the current agri- 
cultural surpluses: The Democrats, 
on the other hand, bidding for the 
decisive farm vote, demand still 
higher crop subsidies—rigid instead 
of the present “flexible farm price 
supports. 

Neither party seems willing to 
face the fundamental fact that the 
United States cannot go on export- 
ing more than it imports, unless it 
continues to give away its goods, with 
the present disruptive effects on the 
world’s trade. Those effects now 
stretch from the central plains of 
America to the Nile Valley.

East Germany is the weakest link 
in the Soviet chain of satellites, Of 
all the European countries taken 
over by Russia, it had tf smallest 
core of communists. The years of 
Hitler's reign had driven all the chief 
leftists either to exile in Russia or to 

The small group which returned 
to East Germany from the Soviet 
Union found itself out of touch with 
the people. The communist rule was 
imposed from the top, and it has had 
to be maintained in the same way. 

Moscow's frequent declarations 
that East Germany is entirely free 
and independent have not changed 
this situation. The recent announce- 
ment that East Germany would have 
complete control of border security 
and cross-frontier canal traffic like- 
wise has made little impression on 
the West. 

Under the terms of the agreement 
by which Berlin became a divided 
capital Russia was to be the sole 
voice for East Germany in case of 
disputes with the West. Moscow has 
delegated this authority to he Hast 
German Government in an effort to 
give it a semblance of autonomy arid 
force the West to recognize it, but the 
basic realities have not been affected. 

East Germany has thé same par- 
liamentary set-up as the other satel- 


lites. Government is by cabinet 
decree, the acts of this sovereiga 
body being ratified by a “people's 
parliament” some time after they 
have been initiated. Elections are of 
the. “one list” variety, and although 
there are non-communist _ political 
parties the communist organization | 
is in complete control, All govern- | 
ment policy originates with the polit- 
buro of the Socialist Unity Party, the | 
East German counterpart of the | 
Communist Party. Walter Ulbricht, 
the key man of the party, is in con- 
stant touch with the Soviet ambas- 
sador to East Germany, and it is 
believed he also has direct communi- | 
cation with Moscow. 

Russian recognition of the Ger- 
mans’ dependence is seen in the fact 
that East Germany is not called a 
People’s Democracy, as are the other 
satellites. It is realized that East 
Germany is in a less highly developed 
state of communization than the rest 
of Russia’s empire. 

Remembered, too, is the fact chat 
the great problem of German reunifi- 
cation overshadows all such ques- 
tions. If Soviet promises of reunifi- 
cation are to carry weight, the East 
German Government must be viewed 
as a temporary regime, a care-taker 
administration until the country is| 
united under-one parliament. This 
attitude must inevitably weaken East 
German autonomy. At any rate, it 
strengthens Western determination 
not to accord recognition to the 
Soviet puppet. «

They Still Are Canadians 


y ONDON—Lest night at a party I bumped 
into a Canadian who lives in London and 
whom I know quite well. He. is head of the 
don branch of a Canadian firm. In the 
of conversation he. mentioned that he 
had been in England eight 
years and had not been 
back in Canada in that 

time. 

The fact that he had 
been here eight years came 
as a surprise to me. Any- 
one meeting him for the 
first time would have 
sworn that he had just 
arrived. Everything about 
him was so Canadian— 
his clothes; his way of 

Speech, the things he talked about. 

When an Englishman present used the 
expression “to go for a Burton” I was a trifle 
bewildered when this Canadian asked what it 
meant. To live here eight years and not 
know an expression as common as that is 
Strange, to say the least. 

(“Go for a Burton” is the equivalent of 
“come a cropper,” which means to fall head- 


jong.) 
o * * 


At the party were several other Canadians 
and I noticed that he spent practically the 
whole evening with them. They discussed 
the recent Grey Cup final, the proposed 
thanges in Ontario's liquor laws and tidbits 
from the various home towns of each of them, 
There were numerous well-known people 
present, each well worth having a chat to. 
But he preferred to talk Canadiana with his 
fellow-countrymen. 

I could not help reflecting that here was 
& man all too typical of Canadians living iin 
this country. At his office, when he decides 
to ask someone to join him at lunch, he 
phones up, almost without exception, another

man. like himself—a Canadian working in 
London. When one goes to a party at his flat 
one can be sure that the guest list will be 
100 per cent Canadian and a tape recording 
of the conversation would sound to all intents 
and purposes like one made at a party in a 
Toronto or Vancouver suburb. 

When he does come in contact with 
English people he is completely at sea if 
the chatting gets onto the subject of Eng- 
land's cricket prospects against Australia 
in the coming summer or any other such 
terribly important (to the English) topic. 

It astounds me how a man can live day in 
and day out for eight years in England and 
have so little of it rub off on his shoulders. 
If he were an isolated case, one would just 
write him off as a very insular type. But 
he is not a rarity. 

A Canadian woman who has lived here 
five years told me proudly how she was no 
longer able to shop in her district because 
she had had a series of rows at her local shops 
in which she had told off good and proper | 


“these cheating, double-crossing English shop- 


keepers.” 
*~ *« * 

I feel it is a conscious effort on the part 
of that man, the woman and too many of the 
so-called Canadian colony here to not let 
themselves become part of the way of life in 
this country. Though having lived here many 
years, in public they continue to stress their 
Canadianism by such tiresome,antics as com- 
plaining about the lack of ice in drinks and 
in private they prefer only the company of 
fellow-Canadians 

Whenever I hear loudly-voiced annoyance 
from Canada about English people settled 
there who appear to stress their Englishness, 
I remember that Canadians here go in for the 
same thing in reverse. But I hear no holler 
from the English. They seem to be more 
understanding about such things.

Dizziness and Ear Noises

oo . of men and women, usually 
past middle age, ask me what to do for 
Sizziness and/or ear noises. Most of them 
say “they have had much. treatment. for a 
year or more, and still they are no better. 
Many have been told that 
they have Meniere's disease, 
but a little inquiry shows 
that they probably haven't 
that. More probably they 
have had a plugging-up of 
a little artery in the brain. 
‘ In Meniere's syndrome 
“group of symptoms) a 
middle-aged person will sud- 
denly begin to suffer from 
short spells in which the 
world will seem to be spin- Dr. Alvares 
ning around. With this, there may be nausea 
and vomiting and perhaps some ear noises 
Usually, before long. there is some loss of 
hearing in one ear. A good ear man, perhaps 
by injecting warm water into the external 
sar, will show that the disease is in the 
membrane lining the inner ear. Dr. Lempert 
tis convinced that the trouble in these cases 
is due to a crop of tiny blisters on the mem- 
brane, something like “fever sores” on a lip. 
Other ear men have different theories. 

T should explain here that there are three 
main parts to the hearing mechanism: The 
external ear that leads to the drum; the 
middie ear which contains three tiny bones 
that serve as a lever to carry the sound 
waves from the drum to the “oval window” 
which leads into the inner ear; and the inner 
ear, which consists of a sort of zylophone 
hat perceives sounds, and a balancing mech- 

nism,’ with three little fluid levels, that tell 
us whether we are lying down or standing up. 

The middle ear is connected by the Eusta- 
thian tube to the throat so that, when we 
swallow, the air pressures on the two sides 
Sof the ear drum are equalized. 


SPELLS OFTEN STOP 

We haven't any really good treatment for 
Meniere's disease. Fortunately, in many cases, 
after months the spells stop coming. Doctors 
usually try a salt-poor diet, nicotinic acid, 
which for a few minutes causes an increased 
flow of blood to the head; and histamine, the 
mode of action of which is not clear. 

In rare cases in which the disease becomes 
unbearable, the inner ear is destroyed sur- 
gically, but this, of course, will produce com- 
plete deafness on the one side. Fortunately, 
Meniere’s syndrome is almost always due to 

se in only one ear. 

As I said, persons well past middle age 


‘usually telt a-different story and they haven't 
Meniere's disease.” On being questioned care- 
fully, they may remember. that their trouble 
started one day when they had a very fright- 
ening dizzy spell when, perhaps, they thought 
they were having a stroke and were going to 
die. Or they woke in the night or—in_the 
morning, very dizzy. Actually, in these cases, 
I am almost certain that What they had was 
a tiny stroke. On talking to them, I may 
learn that for a few hours they saw double, 
or they could not talk well, or one hand felt 
numb and was clumsy, or food kept going 
down the wrong way, or the throat was full 
of sticky saliva, or there was a queer taste 
in the mouth, or a pain in the chest or the 
abdomen, or a burning area on the skin. 

Evidently, then, it was a little part.of the 
brain that was injured, and a test, even with 
a ticking watch, shows that nothing happened 
to the ears; they are all right. A question 
will show, also, that the person hasn't the sort 
of vertigo or dizziness that comes with an 
Injury to the ear. Neither the room nor the 
man seems to be spinning around What 
troubles him is a loss of security in the sense 
of balance. He will say, “I feel as if I 
might fall down, but I never do. I feel sort 
of woozy and uncertain and at times con- 
fused.” 


LEARNS OF CHANGE 


Then, if I talk to the man's wife, I may 
learn that with his little stroke he changed a 
bit: He became older, somewhat slowed-up, 
more irritable and quick-tempered, more emo- 
tional (sometimes at home he cried) and at 
the office he was less able to get along with 
people and to get his work done. 

Naturally, there are many milder cases in 
which the diagnosis is difficult, but still. a 
good ear specialist will say in a minute; “This 
is not true Meniere's disease arising in the 
ear.” 

Thousands of elderly persons who com- 
plain of an uncertain sense of balance to- 
gether with ear nolses have a high blood 
pressure, which may well have something to 
do with the distresses in the head. In their 
case, some lowering of the pressure, perhaps 
with a rauwolfia drug, may bring some com- 
fort. When there has been a tiny stroke there 
may be little that can be accomplished: with 
treatment because a bit of tissue has been 
destroyed and it cannot be built back. Many 
persons have to settle down to get used to 
their ear noises and their uncertain sense of 
balance. If I had such troubles I doubt if I 
would take any medicine or attempt any 
treatment. I certainly would not spend money 
travelling about the country in search of 
relief.

Put yourself in the South seat for the play of today’s 

incidentally, congratulate yourself on 

correct contract of four spades. If you 
had played this at game 
in no-trump. an opening 
diamond lead would 
have enabled the de 
fenders to take the first 

five tricks. 

West leads the 
of diamands against your 
contract of four spadés 
and East the 
jack of diamands to win 
the first trick. East re 
turns a low diamond to 
his partner's king, and 
West returns a third dia 
mond. 

It is now up to you 
What do you play at the 
third trick? How do you 
plan to proceed? 

You must trump the 
third round of diamonds 
since you should be wor 
ried about losing a trump 
trick later on. You cannot afford to give away three dia- 
mond fricks and also lose a trurnp 

You must now proceed to draw trumps in order.to 
safeguard your eventual club tricks. It would be fatal, 
however, to draw trumps by laying down the three top 
honors. If you did so, you would then have to begin on 
the clubs, East would trump. the third club and lead an- 
other diamond to knock out your last trump, You would 
be unable to get back to dummy for the rest of the clubs, 
and you would wind up with only eight tricks. 

The correct way to draw trumps is to lead your low 
trump from your own hand and play a low trump from 
the dummy! 

East can win the trick and return a diamond, but 

| dummy’'s ten of spades will protect you from all harm. 
You can return to your own hand to draw the rest of 
the trumps, after which the clubs will all be good. 

Incidentally, notice the importance of preserving 
dummy’s ten of spades. If you waste this valuable card | 
when you are giving up a trump trick, West will be able 
to overruff the dummy when East leads a fourth dia- 
mond. When you give up the trump trick in this hand, 
you must play low from both hands!

Major Golf 
Rule Changes 
Soon Law 


NEW YORK (UP) — The 
United States Golf Association 
today announced the release of 
two revised manuals—the play 
ing rules of the game, and the 
rules of amateur status 

Major changes in both, ap-| 
proved by the USGA and the| 
Royal and Ancient Club of St. 
Andrews, Scotland, in an effort 
to standardize the game in 
Britain and the United States, 
had been announced last Sep- 
tember 

The playing rules contain two 
major changes and several 
minor ones. The major changes 
are: 

1. In match and stroke play 
the player playing the stroke 
will have sole control of the 
flagstick (rather than opponent 
having any control). If player's 
ball strikes unattended flag- 
Stick, there is no penalty (this 
was previously penalized). If 
player's ball strikes attended 
flagstick, the player is pen 
alized. 

2. In match play, on the put- 
ting green, the player who is 
away and shooting may ask to 
have a ball nearer the hole 
lifted if he believes it will inter- 
fere with his play.

Economic Boom 
Unabated—Howe 


OTTAWA (CP)-—Trade Min 
ister Howe Tuesday, forecast an 
other big year®of economic ex 
pansion for Canada in 1956 but 
injected a note of caution 
against buying much too 
fast 

The 1955 boom, Canada's best 
economic year in history, is 
“solidly based,” he said in his 
year-end review But whether 
“speculative excesses and other 
dislocating influences” develop 
will depend on future attitudes 
and decisions of individual con 
sumers and businessmen 

Canada's record expansion 
“still has some way to go,” he 
said 

“Given appropriate restraint 
on the part of all groups in the 
economic community, prospects 
for a relatively prolonged period 
of economic expansion appear 
bright indeed.” 

“Considering the recent tem- 
po,” he said at another point, 
“the surprising thing is the de- 
gree to which the economy has 
thus far been free of those 
strains and excesses which ever, | 
tually lead to deterioration. 
PACE REGULATED 
| “Some materials are in short 
\supply, credit is tightening and 


interest rates have risen. These 
factors. however, are simply a 
reflection of current market 
strength. In the present circum 
stances they are not likely, to 
dampen e~pansion but they may 
onthe other hand, provide a 
necessary means of regulating 
it pace.” 

The scarcity of some materials 
is expected to continue in 1956. 
In fact this scarcity may be an 
important limiting factor on the 
size of next year’s capital invest- 
ment program, Mr. Howe said. 

In 1955, Canadians excelled 
themselves in many ways. The 
gross national product—value of 
all goods and services produced 

rose by an unusually high 10 
per cent to a record $26,400,000,- 
000 from $24,000,000,000 in 1954. 

Mr. Howe believed it will go 
still higher in 1956. Some of his 
officials jater said it may reach 
nearly $28,000,000,000. However, 
while virtually all of the 1955 
increase was in volume, some of 
the 1956 increase is expected to 
include higher prices—the result 
of pressure of demand on a lim- 
ited supply of some goods. 

In 1955, records were made in 
other economic fields. Outlays
